Previous surveys had demon- 
strated the feasibility of a cable 
route Irom San Francisco to the 
island of Oahu, in the Hawaiian 
group, and from Santa Barbara to 
Honolulu.

Commander H. M. Hodges is from 
Honolulu to the Midway islands, to 
Guam, and from there to the Philip- 
pines and to Yokohama. 

Find an Ideal Route. 
Between Honolulu and the Mid- 
way islands the bottom of the ocean 
found to be an almost level 
plain of soft mud at an average 
depth of 2,700 fathoms, and, accord- 
ing to Wear-Admiral Bradford, an 
ideal route f-^r cable laying. It 
was found necessary to deviate 
from a straight line from the Mid- 
ay islands to Guam in order to 
avoid the great depths.
